“THE TRUTH ABOUT OPIUM.” 
(From the Pioneer. ) 


This is tho title of a book containing the 
substance of three lectures delivered in St. 
Jeunee’s Hall in Fobruary last by Mr Brero- 
ton, late a Solicitor at Hongkong. Tho 
place whero auch lectures, purporting to 
give sober facts in refutation of tho wild 
easertiona of the Anti-Opium League, should 
properly have been delivered, was Exeter 
‘atl. But ‘the committeo of Exeter Hall 
refused to allow me its use for the purposo 
‘of refuting the falso and untenable allega- 
tions of the Anti-Opium Society—an act of 
intolerance which, I think, Iam justified 
in exposing.” So writes Mr Brereton’ in 
his preface,.and he appears surprised a} the 
intolerance. Wo are only surprised at his 
expecting anything else. Ho might have 
known that the last thing ‘which ao fanatic 
desires is to be convinced, There is a 
cortain class of Englishmen with whom it is 
an axiom that any of~their conntrymen 
laced in power will promptly commence 
in-a, public capacity to execute or abet all 
kinds of atrocities of which, as private in- 
ividuals, their accusers would never deem 
hem capable. ‘Iniquitows” is the favourite 
term for their measures in the mouths of 
theso pleasing fandtics, Men whom the 
will admit to be of blameless life and high 
character privately, are’ by such persona 
recklessly stigmatiscd as perpetrating ‘‘in- 
iquities” in their official capacities; and 
naturally the fanatics are by no means 
desirous to be convinced that they have 
launched these accusations unjustly. 
-Mr Brereton begins his firat lecture by, 
saying that he did not intend dealing wit! 
the question on the grounds of expediency ; 
‘* for.if I believed that one half of what is 
stated by the Anglo-Oriental Socisty for 
the Suppression of the Opium Trade were 
true, I should bo the first tu raise my hun- 
ble voice agninst the traffic, even though it 
involved the loss, not of. seven millions 
sterling, but of seventy timés seven." We 
cannot quite agreo with Mr Brereton on 
thia point, What is itthat the Anti-Opium 
Society allege? They say that opium is o 
very noxious drug, and that the Chinese 
could be dobarred from injuring themaelves 
therewith if the Indian Government would | 
cut off the supply. Mr Brereton points 
out that both promisca are. false, but: we 
imagine that he speaks inad¢laedly, when 
hé says that if they were true he would. go 
with tho Anti-Opium Society. - Suppose -i 
were shown that tea is a very injurious 
thing, would it be-right that the poople of 
China should be reduged to-gricvous straits 
by their Government's prohibiting the ex- 
port of tea? Surely it is for, tho people 
who buy the tea te sce to that; or if 
Governmental interference were nevessary 
it would-be for the European Governments 
to prevent the import, if they, could, The 
cultivation of opium affords livelihood to 
great masses of people in India, as that of 
tea doesin China. The seven crore net 
revenue derived therefrom by the Britich 
Government in India, pad the gonsiderable 
revenues obtained therefrom by various 
Native Indion Princes, mean so much 
money inte the'pockets of the India tax:
